This voucher is deficient on account of the omission of particulars which, together, make 
up the sum stated on it, or any sufficient explanation of the necessity of the expenses and the 
reasonableness of the amount charged in the bill. 


As a general rule, all vouchers, properly admissible in the settlement of accounts, should 
state, if practicable, the number and kind of articles furnished or the amount of services 
performed, and the prices charged therefor. 


In the present case, the number of persons for whom lunches or dinners were furnished, 
and the price charged, or some other equivalent information, should have appeared upon the face 
of the bill. 


The voucher is suspended in the account for explanation & amendment.
